Old M. 
F. Church 


Recalls Early Lo cal Histo ry . 


The old M. E. church binding on 
Ewing street, which has been used in 
recent years for a rink and a storage 
- room, is being torn down. 
This old 
structure has a history that is inter­ 
esting because it recalls so many facts 
that relate to the growth and progress 
of Seymour. 
Many of those who 
were among the leading members of 
the congregation when this old church 
was built nearly a half century ago 
hav e long since passed to their re­ 
ward. 
This was the tirst Methodist 
church erected in the city and 
was 
j 
erected principally in 1863. The dedi­ 
cation occurred on January 17, 1864. 
Hence 
the 
building 
stood 
forty- 
fiv e years. 
Much 
of 
the 
early 
history 
of 
this 
church 
has 
nev er been recorded and compaiativ e- 
ly few of the early members are still 
liv ing to recall the struggles of the 
congregation during the period of its 
beginning. 
What is now the city of 
Seymour 
was started in 1852 and Methodism 
here dates back to the first Year of 4he 
c ity’s history. 
It was fhen attached I 
to the Rock ford circuit and the Sey­ 
mour circuit was formed the following 
year. 
The other points in the circuit 
then were Rock ford, Gossetts, Shiloh, 
Union and Six Mile.

Bishop Bowman, then President of 
Asbury Univ ersity. 
It was made a 
single self-supporting church in 1866. 
This building was used for worship 
from the time of its dedication J a nu ­ 
ary 17, 1864, until 1884, or for a period 
of twenty years. 


The first serv ices in 
the present 
brick building at the corner of Third 
and E ‘* ing streets were held in the 
lecture room on Sunday, January 6, 
1884, the main audience room not being 
finished at that date. 
The first ser­ 
v ices were held in the main auditor­ 
ium room on the following Sunday, 
Ja nu ary 13, 1884. 
The church was 
dedicated on' July 20th 
following. 
Dr. J. H. Bay less officiated assisted 
by Dr. J. S. Tev is. 
Rev . Virgil W. 
Tev is was then pastor of the church. 
He was the 17th pastor of the church 
and the elev enth that had been pastor 
in the old church. 
The present build­ 
ing was erected at a cost of about 
$16,000. 
During all this time the interests of 
the church gradually increased until 
at the time the new church was dedi­ 
cated in 1884 there was a membership 
of about 400. 
This has since been in­ 
creased to about 700, 
Including Rev . 
Virgil Tev is there hav e been ten dif­ 
ferent pastors 
in the new church. 
As so o n as po ssible after v acating 
the o ld church the building 
was so ld 
to an amusement co mpany 
and 
used 
fo r a skating rink and o ther purpo ses. 
In 1 886 the building was purchased by 
Charles H. Hustedt. 
Fro m its erec­ 
tio n up to that time it had sto o d o n 
tb8 co rner no w o ccupied by the 
Teck e- 
mey er gro cery . 
In 1 89 1 Mr. Hustedt 
mo v ed the o ld building back to the 
alley and facing Ewing street where it 
has sto o d fo r mo re than sev enteen 
y ears and has been used fo r a seco nd 
hand sto re, a skating rink and v ari­ 
o us o ther purpo ses'. 
The frame timbers were heav y and 
o f the v ery best material. 
The stud­ 
ding, jo ists and o ther timbers sup­ 
po rting the ro o f were the best o f y el­ 
lo w po lar and seem to be as so lid 
as the day they were put in fo rty -fiv e 
y ears ago . 
These timbers will be 
used again in the erectio n o f o ther 
buildings and fifty 
y ears fro m no w 
they may again be 
takeu o ut and 
giv en their third lease o f life to re­ 
main in use o n into the twenty -first 
century when they will be twenty times 
as v aluable as they were in the be­ 
ginning after a hundred fifty y ears o f 
usefulness.

GATE FOR THE SNOWDRIFT. 
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Simp le Plan Fo r Op en Way In and 
Out. 
There is no snow cleaning in the 
country . The farmer breaks his way 
through the drifts 
with 
difficulty . 
There is more p lay for the winds in 
the country than there is in the city , 
and when the snow accomp anies the 
wind the drifts imp ede trav el and 
clog the way s about the farm. The 
gateway must be kep t clear because 
that Is the way in as well as the way 
out. Unless the gate is constructed in 
a manner that will readily y ield to the 
Pict ures of U 


f 
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imp ediments it is about as good as no 
gate. 
In the p lan suggested herewith 
is a p artial solution of the difficulty 
which so often confronts the farmer 
at this season of the y ear. Two cuts 
are p ictured. They show a gate which 
can be readily adjusted in case of 
snowdrifts. 
It is easily made from ordinary 
lumber. A 1 by <5 up right is used for 
the two lower boards, 1 by 4 for the 
up p er ones. The up rights at the hinge 
p ost are double 1 by 4. one p iece out­ 
side and the other inside the bars. The 
up right at the latch side may be the 
same weight of stuff or slightly light­ 
er and fastened in the same way . In­ 
stead of nailing the bars to these up ­ 
rights, bolts are used, one for each 
bar at each end. The lowest board is

and meat sup p ly and with the Insp ec­ 
tion of these p roducts.

addresses before the congress, as a 
whole» included a lecture by Profess­ 
or Barnard Bang of Cop enhagen on

extended discussion followed the re- 
ailirmation by Professor Dr. Robert 
Koch of Berlin of his theory as to the 
nonidentity and nontransmissibility of 
human and bov ine tuberculosis, after 
which a resolution was unanimously 
adop ted recommending “that p rev en­ 
tiv e measures be continued against 
bov ine tuberculosis and that the p os­ 
sibility of the p rop agation of this to 
man be recognized.” 
The v ery extensiv e exhibits from 
the v arious countries In America and 
Europ e attracted much attention and 
p resented a v ast amount of Illustra­ 
tiv e material of rare educational v al­ 
ue.

Santa Fe Will Allow Stop Over to Visit 
Arizona Curiosity . 


Meteor crater in central Arizona will 
ab'*rtl,v be exploited by the Santa Fe pas­ 
senger department as a great natural 
curiosity and 
transcontinental 
passen- 
ger.H 
w i i l be allowed to stop at Sun* 
nhine station to mak e a trip to it. 
Something lik e 2000 or 5000 y ears ago 
a meteor struck the earth at that point, 
anti is now sup|K>sed to t>e imbedded far 
down in the ground. It left a crater, 
which is about 4000 feet across and 
000 feet deep. 
Around the rim 
are 
piled up rock s and debris to a height of 
120 to 100 feet above the level of |he 
plain. 
Dwarf cedars, said to be TOO 
y ears old, are growing on the rim and 
■ ides of the «‘rater. 
For a time some scientists held that 
the crater was of volcanic origin but 
this theory has been abandoned because 
no lava or other volcanic matter can he 
found there, while tons of meteoric iron 
are scattered over the plains for miles 
around. 
The meteor itself is estimated to have 
been about SOU feet in diameter, but it 
blew out a hole much larg« *r than that 
because of the cushion of air which 
formed in front of it. 
I he crater is 
about six miles south of the Sauta be 
track s at Sunshine station ami a few 
miles east of Cany on Diablo. 
The Standard Iron company of P hila­ 
delphia has obtained title to the laud and 
has drilled to a depth of 1000 feet in 
the bottom of the crater, but thus far 
has not encountered the solid body of 
the meteor. 


The Greedy Pullman Sy stem. 
The investigation of Pullman car com­ 
pany matters by 
the Interstate Com­ 
merce commission ha> brought into con­ 
spicuous relief the selfishness and arro­ 
gance of the policy of that corporation 
in its dealings with the public- 
One of the petty practices of the com­ 
pany is that of exacting the same price 
for an upper berth as for a lower berth, 
though the upper berth is objectionable 
to all women travelers and to most men. 
It is difficult to get into and to get 
out of; if is uncomfortable to dress in; 
it is subject to drafts, and is invaded 
by the light at hours when the lower 
berths can he made as dark as their 
occupants desire*. 
To the average wom­ 
an the upper berth is not worth more 
than half the price of a lower bc-rth; 
to the average man there should he a 
discount of at least one-third on the up­ 
per berth to mak e its cost seem to corre­ 
spond with its relative value. 
But the 
company stubbornly holds 
all 
at the 
same price and lets the public fret. 
Another nuisance of the Pullman cars 
is the necessity of tipping the porter. 
The passenger pay s enough to the com­ 
pany to get the porter’s service free. 
General 
Manager 
Dean 
had coolness 
enough to say at the inquiry by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission that 
he thought selfishness was at the bot 
tom of tipping on the cars—“the selfish­ 
ness of persons who desire better service 
than their fell >ws and are willing to 
pay for it.” 
But when the inquiry had 
proceeded a little further the fact came 
out that the wages which the* Pullman 
porters reeeive are $2.'» a month and that 
out of this they must furnish their own 
meals. 
Wherever the tipping evil is worst the 
employ er of the tip-exacting servant is 
lik ely to be largely 
responsible. 
It is 
so in many hotels and restaurants. 
It is 
manifestly so on the Pullman cars. The 
Pullman company exacts high charges 
from its patrons, and y et contrives con­ 
ditions under which they are forced to 
pay the major portion of its servants’ 
hire.

Reaching across the

this little pig had roast beef; this little 
pig had none: this little pig cried wee 
wee all the way home.” The foot was 
suddenly withdrawn and a cold, quiet

volve an « -xpenditure of $500,000. To 
survey and build this part of the line, 
which follows the < 'olumbia river, men 
were suspended over the cliffs with ropes;

Peppeimint Fa rms. 
The world’s peppermint is grown on 
peppermint farm s in the neighborhood of 
Kalamazoo. 
Over 500.000 pounds of 
peppermint oil, worth $5 a pound, Is 
produced annually from the moist and 
ink black soil of southwestern Michigan. 
Peppermint farm ing is simple. T he roots 
are planted in the spring; the bushes, 
which are about three feet high, are cut 
down in the late summer; the stilling 
goes on through August and September. 
An acre y ields about twenty -five pounds 
of oil. 
The <‘ost of this production— 
planting, weeding, stilling—is about $15. 
The oil itself brings $125. 
T hus every 
acre of a peppermint farm gives a profit 
of $110.—Minneapolis Journal.

FARM AND HOME. 


Ma na g ing Yo ung Chicks. 
When the chick ens are 0 to 10 week s 
old at the Maine experiment station and 
the cock erels weigh 1*4 
I 1/* pounds, 
the sexes are separated and the cock erels 
put by themselves into vacant brooder 
houses. 100 to 
h house. 
Each house has 
a y ard in front about 12 
feet 
square. 
The cock erels are fed on porridge three 
times a day in YT-shape« l troughs, with 
4-inch sides. 
This is made of six parts 
corn 
meal, two parts middlings, one- 
ha!f part linseed meal and two parts beef 
scrap by weight, and mixed with tepid 
w ater; milk would be better. 
They are 
fed all they will eat in one half hour, 
when the troughs 
are 
removed 
and 
cleaned. 
The y ards are k ept clean by 
covering them with sand, straw' or hay 
when they get dirty . 
The 
birds 
will 
stand this feeding for two or three week s 
with good appetites. 
When they com­ 
mence tak ing less they are dressed for 
mark et, and usually weigh 2 Vi pounds 
dressed. 


Dipping Fo wds fo r Lice. 
To treat a number of fowls individ­ 
ually with louse powder is a tedious, un­ 
pleasant task . 
An easier and equally 
successful plan is to dip the fowls in a 
reliable brand of sheep dip. 
Hold the fowls by the legs, heatls down, 
with one hand supporting their heads. 
Let the solution cover every part of the 
body from the toes up, except the head 
and ey es of the hen. 
Reserve this part 
until last, as the h« *ns gasp and struggle 
when their heads 
go 
under. 
Pull the 
fowls t« i and fro several times in the 
tub, which insures the solution perco­ 
lating through the feathers and reaching 
all sections of the body . 
K« *ep each fowl in the solution not less 
than one full minute, and two minutes 
is often better. 
Dipping should be per­ 
formed only on warm, clear day s so the 
fowls can afterw ards dry themselves in 
the sun and will not catch cold» .—Agri­ 
cultural Epitomist. 


The Idea l Ea r o f Co rn. 
Authorities have decided that the best 
form for an ideal ear should be as near 
a cy linder as 
possible. 
It should Ik? 
about 10 inches long and about 7 inches 
in circumference, or a t least this ratio 
should Ik* maintained. 
The 
rows 
of 
grains should be as near parallel as pos­ 
sible and the grains should grow well 
over the tip an« l butt. The grains should 
he wedge shape and their length should 
be at least twice their width. 
IJie cob 
should be small, from 84 to 90 per cent, 
of an ear of corn sh« >uld be grain, 
in 
y ellow corn the cob should be white. 
If 
one desires his corn to have a high pr« >- 
tein content, the germ or heart should 
1m* large. 
If meal is to be made, the 
white or starchy end should be large. The 
grains should be firm on the cob ami the 
ear should 
Ik * firm, solid and heavy . The 
grains of the “dent” varieties 
will 
he 
more or less wrink led on the outer tip, 
otherwise ihe surface of the ear should 
be smooth and glossy . 
A 
dead 
color 
usually 
indicates 
low 
vitality .—S. W. 
Black .* 


Renewing the So il. 
“Sixteen y ears ago I purchased a farm 
of 160 acres tha t had been ow’ned by a 
widow who rented fields to her neighbors 
on shares, and of course 
the 
tenants 
took their portion home and fed it on 
their farms and returned nothing to this 
farm.” writes a correspomlent. 
“When 
I 
commenced to farm it, I 
found the clav land only produced ten to 
fifteen bushels 
of 
corn per acre, the 
black ground from thirty to forty bush­ 
els. 
The clover was so light on the clay 
land it di« l not pay to cut it. 
I put in a 
good m any rods of tile ditch, fed all the 
grain except wheat tha t grew on the 
farm, saved all the manure and spread 
it on the poor spots and raised one crop 
of corn, one of wheat and one of clover 
in succession. 
I plow eight inches deep, 
but never plow or turn stock on ground 
when wet. 
“Now the clay land will produce thirty 
to forty bushels and biack lami fifty to 
sixty bushels of corn per acre, wheat 
fifteen to twenty -five and 
clover 
so 
heavy tha t all had to be stirred before 
it would cure. 
I have never 
used 
a 
pound of commercial fertilizer. 
I expect 
to continue increasing the fertility of the 
farm by the same proeessf” 


Fa rm Fo wls. 
Fowls on the farm should in the very 
nature of things 
I k* the most profitable 
of all fowls. 
They cost little to feed 
and the space they range over costs no 
more on account of the presence of the 
few's. 
Most of them have free range 
and forage for their food; this is profit­ 
able for the owner and enjoy able to the 
fowls. 
Most farm flock s are j^vo small. 
They 
might easily lie increased in size with 
little effort and small expenditure. 
It 
has been said tha t a fowl will pay a dol­ 
lar a y ear clear profit under such condi­ 
tions as prevail on the average farm if 
they are rightly housed and cared for. 
This is surely large enough a profit to 


Ik * interesting to any farmer. 
Usually 
the farm fowls do not get credit for all 
they really do, for the farm er seldom 
figures in the eggs and other poultry 
products used by his own family , which 
mak e « juite an item in the course of a 
y ear. 
N ot only the quantity should be in­ 
creased, b ut’also the quality , 
the re are 
vastly greater possibilities for profit in 
pure bred fowls than in scrubs. 
They 
look better, weigh and lay lietter, and 
really are better in every way .—A gri­ 
cultural Epitomist. 


Serv ice o f the Despised Spa rro w. 
Let us see what a weed means to the 
farmer! A thousand per cent, is the in­ 
crease N ature y ields in corn; but the 
ordinary garden weed reproduces 
in a 
single season from a single plant one 
hundred thousand seeds, which in a noth­ 
er y ear would y ield a billio n weed plants. 
Up a t Indian Head in N orthwest 
Ca na ­ 
da, where— if a ny pla ce on 
ea rth, fro st 
sho uld pro v e dea th to weeds— the g o v ­ 
ernment ho rticulturist fo und a tumbling 


m ustard plant, which by actual count, 
produced a million and a half sce» ls. 
Science may counsel spray ing for weeds; 
but y ou can’t spray out weeds tha t are 
carried to the four corners of earth by 
winds, and wing their way in all sorts of 
fairy parachutes lik e thistle and dande­ 
lion down 
The only way to destroy such 
weeds is to destroy the se« *ds early in the 
ga me. 
Now there is probably no bird regard­ 
ed as more of a |>est than tin* little spar­ 
row. 
His 
ill-bred, 
loud-voiced 
clatter 
drives away song birds. 
He bangs rotiml 
y our barn ami steals y our grain, and he 
nests in the eaves of y our poultry house 
and infests the crack s with tha t vermin 
pest 
of 
chick en 
life—m ites—and 
he 
proves a mussy visitant on y our house 
piazzas. 
Yet balance the little sparrow ’s 
account with what is to his credit. 
A 
scientist in Iowa by test afte r test found 
tha t 
in 
w inte rtim e 
the sparrow 
ate 
about a q uarter of an ounce of weed seed 
a day . 
Then he counted the number of 
sparrows ordinarily seen in winter to the 
square mile. 
He put the number a t ‘ten. 
I think tha t is away below the average. 
Try it y ourself wherever y ou live; but 
on the basis of ten birds to the square 
mile, he figured tha t the sparrows must 
eat in the state of Iowa alone, 876 tons 
of weeds a winter. 
I would not lik e to 
have to figure out how m any acres of 
g« Mxl land those weeds would have assur­ 
edly contaminated.—Agnes C. L aut in 
The Outing Magazine. 


Ca lf Ex ercise. 
Philadelphia stock y ard dealers 
claim 
that 
altogether too little attention is 
given on the part of growers to furnish 
sufficient exercise for their calves during 
the first winter. 
They complain that in 
many instances the calves are k ept tied 
up for so long a period that when sent 
to the stock y ards they show evidence of 
stiffness which, in m any instances does 
not leave them for some time. 
For this 
reason these animals will not bring so 
high a price, relatively , when sold, nor 
will they do as well when turned out to 
graze as those allowed more exercise, 
however good the pasture on which they 
are k ept m ay he. 
A little thought would 
mak e it clear that such treatm ent is 
unnatural for calves. 
A desire to ex­ 
ercise on the part of the y oung animals 
is inherent, and since it is inherent, it 
is unquestionably advantageaous. 
Note 
the extent to which calves and lambs 
will play when allowed to do so at will, 
and the y ounger they are the more they 
incline to tak e exercise this way . 
This 
desire seems to be a provision by nature 
to secure that action which is necessary 
to promote activity in all the functions 
of animal life. 
This includes the « liges- 
tive organs, ami if given exercise in this 
way the result will be of great advan­ 
tage to the animal. 
Of course, these re­ 
mark s do not apply to the calf that 
is to be made into veal. 
Its life is so 
short that if encouraged to tak e exer­ 
cise, some of the flesh required to mak e 
first-class v« *al would probably be lost, 
but even in the case of y oung calves it 
has not been shown tha t those allowed 
no exercise do any b etter than those a l­ 
lowed a reasonable am ount erf it. 
Where 
it can I k * done, the plan is a good one to 
give the calves the liberty of a box stall 
in the w inter where they are not tied up 
at all, and if they can be allowed more 
or less exercise 
in 
a y ard during fine 
day s, th« * influence on subsequent devel­ 
opment will be wholesome. 
This ques­ 
tion is on« * of considerable importance 
to stock growers, and they should give 
it their personal attention and not trust 
it to the whims of irresponsible hired 
help who are sometimes careless.— Prac­ 
tical Farmer. 


Fa ll Wo rk fo r the Fa rmer 
There are many things, on the farm 
that can 
I k* done to better advantage in 
the fall of the y ear than at any other 
season 
A t this time of the y ear the 
weather is good, the ground i s ‘dry , the 
air is cool and bracing, and all things are 
favorable to man and team for vigorous 
outside activity 
Both man and team 
have had their muscles hardene« ! through 
the long sum m er’s hard work , hence they 
are phy sically able to turn out much 
good work w ithout fatigue. 
Country roads are goo<J in the fall. On 
level ground a good learn can draw a l­ 
most as much as the wagon will hold up. 
This means a saving of strength and 
labor, and should be tak en advantage of. 
At spare times all m aterial for immedi­ 
ate and future needs, such as w-ood, coal, 
lumbet, sand, lime, cement and all heavy 
stuff tha t is expected to be used this 
coming w inter or next spring can easily 
be hauled now. 
The fall is the very best tim e for grad ­ 
ing about the home grounds and mak ing 
ponds and reservoirs. 
The earth now is 
moist ami mealy , but not wet enough to 


Ik * injured by work ing, or for the injury 
of adjacent soil tram ped over 
In grading about the home grounds at 
this season, trees of considerable size 
may be lifted, the soil lowered or filled 
in as desired and the tree replaced w ith­ 
out injury . 
It can be raised or lowered 
to suit the new grade. 
The same is true 
of shrubs and herbacious perennial flow­ 
ering plants 
They are all in a dorm ant 
state a fte r the first k illing frost and are 
not injured by being shifted alKnit, pro­ 
viding the roots are not m utilated and 
are carefully protected from 
dry ing out. 
In fall grading, the soil becomes exposed 
to the action of the elements through 
winter to its benefit, and by spring it has 
settled down enough so tha t by surface 
smoothing a perm anent level grade is ob­ 
tained and lawn and other plantings may 
be made with scarcely no extra work . 
There is some debate am ong farmers 
ah to w hether fall plowing pay s. 
If there 
are excessive rains during the winter and 
early spring to beat down and water- 
soak the plowed ground so tha t it m ust 
be replowed the following spring, litt 1% 
good results 
If the w inter and early 
spring are comparatively dry or the soil 
frozen nearly all of the time, it is a 
great advantage to have as much plow­ 
ing us possible done in the fall. 
In either 
case the soil turned up for weathering 
will be benefited more or less—more if 
the winter be dry and cold, and less if it 
be mild and wet. 
If the former condi­ 
tions prevail the soil will be in a better 
state tor next y ear’s crops and the work 
will be done in advance. 
If the latter, 
then the ground will have to he plowed 
over again next spring, but w hat trash 
was turned under in the fall will be out 
of the way and decay ing, so it will be 
clean plowing. 
It is the practice on our 
farm to plow some land each fall when 
the soil is fit and the team s are not busy . 
We believe, on the average, 
it pay s. 
The fa rm wa ter supply , bo th fo r liv e 
sto ck a nd fa m ily use, sho uld be lo o ked 
a fter a t this sea so n while the ea rth is 
co mpa ra tiv ely dry to the depth o f ma ny 
feet. Wella a nd cisterns no w a re low a nd J 


can easily be pumped dry and cleaned 
out. 
Every cistern and nearly every 
well should be cleaned out at least once 
a y ear, especially where the w ater is 


u h « * « 1 
for drink ing purposes. 
You will 


Ik * surprised at the rott« *n filth tha t will 
collect at the bottom of an open well or 
cistern in one y ear. T alk about a fiv in 
y our coffee! 
There are a thousand dead 
an« I rotten insects in th« * bottom of y our 
home drink ing fountain, writh perhaps the 
remains of two or three or four mice, 
toads or even snak es. 
Bump y our well 
dry and go down to see for y ourself.— 
Indianapolis News. 


ENGINEERING TRIUMPH. 


Wo nderful Rifled 
Pipe 
Line 
in Ca li­ 
fo rnia . 
The most remark able pipe line in 
the 
worid, a line of 8-inch pipe 282 
miles 
long, has just been completed in 
the 
California oil fields. 
It runs from 
Oil 
City , in the famous Coaliuga country , 
to 
the seab« >ard near Port Costa, and 
its 
length is the least wonderful thing about 
it. 
In this immense tube, with pumping 
stations twenty -four miles apart, a com­ 
plete inner tube of fly ing, whirling" 
wa ­ 
ter, k eeps the heavy crude oil from 
the 
steel pipe. The well k nown autipathy 
o f 
oil and wuiter k eeps the oarVied fluid 
a nd 
the carrier apart, but until the 
a utumn 
of 1907, this comparatively simple prin­ 
ciple had not been brought into use and 
the problem of the transportation of oil 
was the greatest the producers of the 
west coast had to face. 
Now this great obstacle has been re­ 
moved. and H arrim an’s engines on the 
Southern Pacific and the furnaces of his 
steam ers which are soon to ply the P a ­ 
cific, will be fed from this line, by which 
17,000 to 20,000 barrels of thick 14 de­ 
gree fuel oil can he moved over one of 
the twenty -four mile sections every tw en­ 
ty -four hours. 
The pipe line, which, by the way , is 
the invention of John I>. Isaacs, con­ 
sulting engineer of the Southern Pacific 
company , and Buck ner Speed, is first 
rifled. 
These rifles or corrugations, are 
about one-eighth « if an inch in depth and 
mak e one complete revolution of the pipe 
line in every ten lineal feet. 
Instead of hearing the oil to thin it 
and 
mak e 
it 
travel 
the 
more 
« *asily 
through the pipe, as is the custom on 
all the Pennsy lvania, Indiana and Vir­ 
ginia lines, the heavy black fluid in this 
case is shot into the pipe cold, with a 
10 per cent, addition or water. 
The centrifugal for« *e given 
to 
the 
whole mass by the rifling of the pipe, 
throws the water to the outside, forming 
a perfect sheath or coating in which the 
011 travels completely .separated from the 
guardian water. 
This film between the 
oil and the pipe naturally redu« *es the 
friction to a gr« *at degree, as well ss 
carry ing along the «>il at a much greater 
speed than thinner oil of higher gravity , 
which is much easier to move, has ever 
been carried 
before.—Technical 
World 
Magazine.

Any one who has experimented with 
m elted-sulphur k nows thut at a certain 
tem perature (between 100 degrees and 
300 degrees Ceutrigrade) it assumes the 
form of a thick , brown, ropy liquid, as 
different as possible from the thin y el­ 
low fluid which it first melts. 
This ia 
explained by chemists by say ing that 
sulphur is “allotropie,” that is, it may 
assum e different forma under different 
conditions. 
Recent experiments in G er­ 
m an! show that sulphur exists in no less 
than four of these « lifferent forms, each 
of which is its normal condition through 
a certain range of tem perature. 
When 
cooled suddenly the 
sulphur 
changes 
gradually from form to form until the 
ordinary y ellow sulphur is reached. 
In 
the meited state sulphur may consist of 
mixtures of the various forms in all sorts 
of proportions, so that its appearances 
are most varied. 
It has been proved 
tha t the brown, ropy 
modification is 
really a liquid jelly . 
Phenomena of this 
k ind have led so me chemists to suspect 
tha t sulphur is not an elementary sub­ 
stance. but no one has succeeded in de­ 
composing it. thought this feat has oc- 
cosionally been aunounced somewhat pre­ 
maturely .

Leprosy in the United States. 
Stimulated thereto by her interest in 
andoii It. 
one of the 
most prominent Episcopal clergymen in 
Virginia, has collected statistics of lep­ 
rosy in the United States. 
If her figures 
are correct the disease is more prevalent 
than most people would suppose. 
She avers that leprosy now exists in 
fourteen of the United States. 
Recently 
there has been a leper colony established 
in Florida, where there aie three vic­ 
tims of the plague. 
In the Louisiana 
colony there are about 200 men and 
women and some children who are a f­ 
flicted. 
Mrs. Mason says that in,the W est In­ 
dies leprosy is prevalent to an alarming 
degree and that 
110 effort is being made 
to isolate the cases, tlie result being 
that travelers to the W est Indies and 
the W est Indians who come to this coun­ 
try are often in contact with the disease 
or even infected with it without k now ­ 
ing it. 
T he argument lias always been made 
by the medical profession that leprosy 
thrives in the warm climates only. Mrs. 
Mason brings forth records indicating 
tha t the disease flourishes in Scandina­ 
via, which shows that climate has little 
or nothing to do with it. 
The United States government lias es­ 
tablished leper asylum s in Manila and 
H awaii. 
This was undertak en in self- 
defense. 
King E dw ard of England has 
recommended 
similar 
precautions 
in 
South Africa and Australia. 
China has 
communities sorely afflicted with leprosy, 
but no isolation of the victims is a t­ 
tempted there. 
It is said that there are 
a million lepers in China and Japan, and 
half a million in India. 
Mrs. Mason think s that numerous un­ 
recognized cases of leprosy exist in this 
country, and that the disease is con­ 
tagious, not hereditary, and can be eradi­ 
cated. 
She publishes, however, the posi­ 
tive statement of Dr. Atcherley of the 
London Royal College of Surgeons, who 
practiced among the H aw aiian lepers for 
fifteen years, and is confident that the 
disease is neither hereditary nor con­ 
tagious, but due to diet, and classifiable 
with scurvy. 
If what Dr. Atcherley says is true the 
people of this country in general have 
nothing whatever to fear from leprosy, 
and their chief care regarding it should 
be to see that its victims are not sub­ 
jected to inhumanity by reason of sense­ 
less or heartless fear.

Hedge of Roses. 
It is not generally k nown what a de­ 
lightful feature a rose hedge may be­ 
come, even in the villa garden, or such 
would more often be planted in lieu of 
the ubiquitous privet. 
W here the area of the garden is limit­ 
ed, or where only a moderately high 
hedge is desired for encircling the rose 
garden or bordering a tennis lawn, a se­ 
lection should be made from the China or 
monthly roses, the Japanese or rugosa 
roses and the Austrian briars. If the gar­ 
den is very sheltered some of the strong­ 
er growing of the d w arf teas could be 
utilized, and from the free flowering 
polyantha group delightful little hedges 
can be made that would grow to u height 
of 3 or 4 feet.—Gardener.

ashore along the northwest coast, and 
at last accounts the government had 
sent f<» r s am ple s of the weed to deter­ 
mine its value as a fertilizer.
